Argentina, in Hew York City, received authority to issue a 
visa to 2.YH3UHT SO 8 & 0 I 8 KX and was told to have BC^SOmi 
appear at their office with all hie papers including his 
seamen* s papers and all other identification papers . 
BORKOtSDCI advised that he no longer had any of his papers. 
When this information. w&a passed on to the Office of the 
Consulate General of Argentina, they said he should appear* 
at their office nevertiieioes , 



In furtherance of this, B0RK0W8&I w&a Issued a 
letter by INS on June tT$ 1953* Instructing him to appear 
at the Office of toe Consulate General of Argentina, 12 Host 
26 th Street, Hew forte City, within ten days from that date 
in order to obtain his Argentine visa. A copy of this 
• letter was sent to the Office of the ConguXste General of 
Argentina. BGaKOWSKI was further instructed in this letter 
to thereaf ter advise the 'few York Ifeadquartera of INS 
concerning his statue and his further efforts to depart for 
Argentina. 



As of the date of this contact (August 4, 1998), 
no further word had been heard by INS from. BORKDNSKX or the 
Consulate General of Argentina.

On August 15 , 1953, Xmlgranb Inspector M GS^HICK, 

XN-Sj adviced that the subject hah appear©*! at the Hint York 
Headquarters of IMS, on the previous hay* August 14, 1958 , as 
instructed. At this time* the subject was questioned as to 
why he had not appeared at the Office of the Consulate General 
Of Argentina, to apply for hi a visa aa previously instructed. 
BOB&0W 'SSI replied that ha had speared at that office in the 
afternoon on asm day early la duly* He stated that he sat 
.in that office for several hours without being taken care of 
until §sOO pm in the evening, when h© was told that the office 
was closing, and he would have to return mma other time* 

HC GSTitldK advised the subject on August 14, 1958 , that he 
would be retired to execute a notarised form of affidavit in 
lieu of passport before the office of the County Clerk. BOBKOS SKI 
protasted.that he did not. wish to return to Argpeatlrta, but 
was tola that he would then have to go back to Poland. Me 
stated that he would rather die or be put in jail before re- 
turning to Poland. BGKKOWSKI was told to obtain new passport 
photographs and to return to thus IKS Office on the following 
day (August 1$, 1953). 

BQBftOKSKX returned to the IMS Office on the morning 
of August 15 , 1953* a»4 advised that be was then willing to 
execute the form affidavit in lieu of passport, fhia form 
was given to him together with a letter to the County Clerk 
explaining that it was necessary for this form to be filled 
out end notarised in the presence of the County Clerk. Bo 
was told that a fee of $ 6*00 would have to accompany IMs 
form. BOfiXGMSS;! advised that he would be able to pay the fee. 

He was further told that after preparing this form in the 
prescribed fashion, be should thereafter take it to the Office 
of the Consulate General of Argentina in order to obtain his 
visa- to enable his to depart for Argentina. 

While in the IMS Headquarters, on August 14, 1953, 
BQEKOV'SLX advised that he was then employed m a butcher for 
a wholesale butcher establishment la Walling tea, Mow Jersey, 
and was costsauting between his heme 'in Hew York, and his Job 
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in New Jersey. 

JAM (JOHN) cro&XMSKI, 775 Van Bhutan Avenue, Clifton, 
Jfbw Jersey, the formes? Captain aboard the Polish Liner n &/S 
Batory” from April* 1946, to June, 1953 * tshm he defee ted to 
the Meat, wus contactsed on August $0, 195$* by &A BHVAm F. 
JIRHOT, JR. At this tlm, WLIKSKX viewed a photograph 
of the subject and stated that the picture md the name of 
-the subject are completely isnfamiliar to him. He added 
further that iie has no knowledge of the subject. 

csrppLX^RI stated that there were seven Separtment© 
aboard. the 'Batory" , each with its own infommate reporting 
on members of the crew. He remarked that it is cpaitc possible 
that the subject could have been aboard the -'Batory 1 * as a 
galley boy, but that la such a cases. If he had boon an Informant 
he would have been nf a very minor nature reporting on 
crew members to someone such as one of the cooks. C^DS.IMSKI 
stated further that BORKOWSKI did not serve as a '’Folitruk 1 ’ , 
or UB Officer aboard the "Bator;/-’ to his knowledge. 

On August 21 , 195S* mm fmxmKl advised that 
the subject had told him on the previous day (August 20 , 1958} 
that he had been Issued an Argentine visa and that he was 
making preparations to depart for Argentina via airplane in 
the very near future, fhe subject told FAftLQ&SO that he 
would write to him after he had arrived in Argentina, and that 
he would attempt to return to the Baited Staton from Argentina 
through legal means, even if it were necessary to marry an 
American woman. PAlfLOMSKX stated that the subject told iiim 
that he had recently resigned from his job in Wellington, Mow 



Baralgrant Inspector MC GmiCK, I®, advised on 
August 22, ' 199o, that the subject had presented himself at 
im Headquarters or, August 20, 1958 , with the Argentine visa 
in his possession and dec landed his willingness to depart for 
Argentina. At tills time, he was told to return on the morning 
of August 22, 195$, for departure to Argentina. On the morn- 
ing of August 22, 195$, according to MB GK’XRIClt, the subject 
voluntarily sutrendei^d himself : ;to IRB authorities, at which
